■nppressinf; the worst of the news, the hor- 
rors of thn accident are creeping out but 
•lowly. TliA disaster happened nt an old 
water tank, two milea west of Kouts, at 
14:03 a. m. Tha inrrounding 'oouotry ia 
varj level, and thfra i||^%)>^asa within a 
nlto of Mm ManOi '*tk» i%m m % w train wns 
two hours lata on aooMUrt o( bain<< side- 
trackad at Boon Orore to allow a Wabash 
train to pa'-s. 

After leaving the aide trank one of ^e 
eccentrios broke, and the engine was run- 
ning on one side. The traiti was stopped 
for repairs, and had been standing there 
scarcely a minute when alon^ came a 
heavily laden meat train, goin^ thirty-flva 
miles an hour, and dashed into the rear end 
of the train. The Piillmaa sleaper, which 
was very strong, served as a battering ram, 
telewxipingMMtWOd^r <On<h M Mid 
gage oar. 

All waa confusion. Shrieks were heard 
ou all sides, and almost instantaneou.'ily tha 
oar stoves got In their work of death, 
and the whole mass of ruins was in 
flamea 

Thcan in tbe sleeper escaped uninjured, 
and had tiinu to dress before thn Are reaohed 
them, but in tha two day coaches the scene 
was fearful. Tbe tope of tha ourx flew into 
the air as if in an explosion. The timbers 
alighted on the cars, crushing thn people on 
and under the seats, and in many cases so 
effectually pinning them to their places that 
Ait was impossible. Those who e»cape<l 
worked bard to save the inifortuimtiM, but 
were driven away by the flaiuHs an I foroed 
to see pHoplo burn to death before their vory 
syea Joseph MoCool, a Boeton bartender, 
vras badljr injhrad, bat toll* tha foUowin( 
story : 

"I was in the passen(;er coach next to the 
sleeper, and want to the smoker, returning 
about miJuigbl 1 had just Iain down to 
sleep when there waa an awful crash, and I 
Tras hurled to the top of the car. I ct^>ul(l 
■ee satchels, canas, seats ami everythiu); 
portable iu the car flying about. I knew no 
more until I regaine<i consciouHn- Hii, when 1 
found myself piuno'l Ijetweeii tbe seaUi It 
seemed impossible for me to extricate my- 
self, and to Miy horror I saw flHiiien uprt^Hil- 
Ing in OIK) end of tbe i-oach. Ahead of me 
was a lady wedgetl between thu seats, and 
near her, a father, mother and daughter in 
the same condition. The fire crept nearer, 
and soon the la^ly's screams were silonoed by 
the flaiiion. Tbe fatnily were also burned, 
bill when the tire waja but a few feet from 
me some one grabbed me ami saiil, '(>)uie 
to the window]' pulling me from the ainle. 
I followed, and witnessed a look of dis ap- 
pointment on his face, as be was undoubt- 
edly looking for some on* olMb IdMattl 
could to help the others." 

Dr. Perry, wife an 1 daughter, of North 
Judsou, were all burned to death. The 
ladies had been on a trip west, and had been 
■Mt in Chicak;o by thu doctor. They were 
but fifteen miles from home when they were 
klliad. All that m a^ left of them was a hat- 
ful of bon»). D.' f Try was widaly known 
about the state, having been elected to the 
legislature in 18 7^ 

The remains of nine persons were recov- 
ered and placed ia rough tjoxea. I a many 
cases all that was left was a little pile of 
■abea, whde in the center of one of the cars 
were foun i several thigh bones, Indi- 
cating thut tho ^xMl n«i)i|)fr oiqiaol ha 
told. 

» Herman Miller, aged foartaen, was found 
mar the tra<;k almost dead, aqd' rsstdrktives 
were applied aud ha waa taken to the hoiel 
at Kouts. He came too enough to whisiier 
that his father had sold out his home at 
Dundee, 111., and wai starting for Bohemia 
with his family, ooosistmg of a wife, 
daughter and three sona Herman was the 
only ott« that asoaped, aud it is hardlj 
probable that he will recover. The kind 
ladies of Kouts are doing every thing ^^hniir 
power to alleviate bis sufferlnga 

Tbe only information that can be ascer- 
tained regarding the injured is that seven- 
teen — eleven women aud six men — were 
brought to the boteL Home ware vary se- 
riously hurt, and all ezoept tho kV04bOVi 
xnentione<i left for Huntington. 

Dr. McKea did much service to the in. 
jure<l, and believes that at least thirty pe<>- 
ple perished in the catastrophe, while the 
railroa<l officials claim there were not over 
twenty in the two cars. 

A touching stf)ry of woman'i bravery is 
told of a young Ohio laiy whi>tMCHpi«d frpni 
the ear by hewing her way out wtth an ax 
which was near her. H ie then turned her 
•ttantiun to releasing others, and worked 
until the flames had crept almost on bar, 
when from sheer szhaustion she was com- 
pelled to withdraw from the oar. 

A wrecking foroe of 90U men was sent to 
the scene of the dl<aatar, aud worked all 
night clearing away the dobria K.iough of 
tha wreck was still left to give an idea ol 
mass of ruins' that was strewn before tha 
tank before the first shook was over. Tbe 
freight train in part esoapal, but the front 
cars were piled upon each other. Tha pas- 
senger traiti had been knooked fully one 
hundred yards along the track by the sheer 
force of tbe collision. Notia vestige was 
left of the wiioiw.irk of any one of the 
coaches.

The lK>ilios which the coroner found were 
burned m cinders, which oovor«f<i the ground 
under the trucks. Buck of the ruins of tha 
freight engine and temler were tha remains 
of two freight cars that had been fllla.i with 
choice fruits, pears and California pre- 
served peacbea, which were scutt^^red with 
lavish profusion among thu broken aud 
splintered bars and beams and brucea Of 
the eigbteea meat cars back of tbeae only 



All tbe meat in tbe cars daralled was dam- 
aged, and that in one oar from A raooar^ 
satablishment wais torn almost into shreds 
and pressed into piles in tbe comers ot tiM 
oar.

Among the southern soldier's duties, not 
tbe least important toward the close of the 
war was that of briogiag in from tbe hills 
and fONSts and baUUtioas In the wildernem 
desertnv from the army and slippery ooi>- 
acripta who sought to evade the service. Tbe 
calvaryman'.i snul delighted in this work for 
a while. A detail for such an expedition 
isaaiil rstoxatlon from the discipline of the 
eamp, exemptkm f rom the bardabipsoC tbe 
maieb and variety in phMeef IritMBMnM- 
tine, There was alaoaspioe of adventure, 
for deserters would sometiroee flght, thotifch 
skulking was tlipir dtronjf point. The writer 
was one of twenty men, under tbe command 
of a lieutenant, sent during the early part of 
1864 into Bcott and Lakeeoantia*, in Miasia- 
sippi, on a man hunting smnd. OanM was 
abundant s'ld our olBcar was provided with 
a formidable list of those to be ran down. 
We took a guide from a nelgbboring eonnty, 
who knew tbe country and tbe people, and 
be went diagaiaed. 

Tbe lint house we visltsd was watched fai 
vatafor aevanl tfaya, Antbentic inforoM- 
tteaaidttsMiheaMbe two ds aa rt u rs tbsre- 
aboots. Two of our party lay all night under 
the bailding listening to tbe oonversation of 
tbe tnmates, but not a word was dropped of 
advantage to our quest OMnlyin daylight 
the booss woe visited and dqtlomacy used in 
vain. The Ivomen woald not be led into be- 
traying tbentaelvea on their lords, but re- 
oelved with keen suspicion and resorve all our 
advances. Surrounding and R<'arching the 
bouse in tho sniull lioura after midnight gave 
only our labor for our pains. Yet tbe men were 
known to be nt least in communication with 
their home ami our orders to take them were 
ImiMmtivo. The visible B:Hnil>t>rs Or the 
bon.'ii'liolil were a bed ridden old wiinui, two 
middle' aged women and a small ai'iiyof 
white hairfd scions. A seocr..! tlriio spies 
were plnccfl nmliT tho house niid nhciiit rnid- 
Qight one of iliom camo to tlin n iniczvotia 
tnd irpoi |. il tlmt ho and liis C'lmp.inion had 
hciinl whi |H l iii;; ovorlicnd ami iS'lii.vcd they 
had doU'ctcil a man's voce. At onco the 
bouse Vfas KiirrnuiKlcvi iind a^lniittaiice de» 
inande<l. The door ii|irm-il and the women 
mllenly ili iii.incleil i.i Unow why we con- 
tinued to persecute tbeiii. Tlii y iisKiTted, in 
the Btron^cst terms, tliut tlie wlierculiouta of 
their bisshrtiMiy was abtolutcly u!i!£ii;)«n to 
them, and declin ed that they had not s<'en or 
heard of tliem for nionthn. Disrc;;ar(liiig all 
their proti statioii.s w» pnxH-cilt ii lo turn the 
sabin topsy turvy. The scant furiiilure waa 
movefl and the loft ransacked in vain. Noth- 
ing remained Imt the lied on wliich the help- 
less old woman lay. When nailed upon to 
rise that it ini.'lit lie overhauled she wept and 
her dan -;hi ■ 1^ r.-iMonstrate<i violently. They 
vowed tli.ii she could not Ret up /iiid to move 
ber would kill her. Tiie lieiilcnaiit ap- 
proached to lift lier, when she sprang at liiiu 
snd attacked him with the fertK-ity and celer- 
ity of a ti;;ress. Leav nt; h:m to defend him- 
lelf against her long tulons, we tore away the 
bed clothing and under the boards was re- 
vealc<l a box like structure wherein lay tbe 
Dbjwts of ouraearch. They were wretched, 
:-rav(>n luokiiig creatures and shivered and 
whined a-s we dra^'gctl their limp carcassea 
out. I 

We watched another bouae for days, and 
passed a small field where two women eolti- 
vatad a crop of com. Tbe man we wanted 
waa not to be seen. The women gave no In- 
dication that they knew the natars of oat 
mrand, but would talk at any time with ap- < 
parent frankness. Tbewite of the deaartar 
laid that her bosband had abandoned ber and 
Ibatsbeand bis sistsr, who lived witt hsr, 
had a bard straggle to keep tbe woM tftm 
Ihedeer. We were all hot eonvinoad of this 
iMk aadthfliad have been wholly so bat for 
the d h ae t and autbentio aianner in which we 
hodhOMlatomied to tbe oontrary. Finally 
we were eompellsd to abaadon this case from 
riMsr look of any dew to worii upon, as, in 
qiite of constant and rigid eepionage, we 
■mde BO headway aad saw no suggestive ao- 
tkwBon the part of tbe two poor women. 
Tbe d etec ti ve Instiiiet nasi bave been utterly 
taokiag in every member of tbe aqnad, for 
we leardWl aome tioie after that tbe alleged 
liater-in-law with whom we had frequently 
conversed and whom we bad many timaa 
at work in the fleld, waa aimply the de- 
blmself, clothed In one of bia wife% 
un gowns. 

Another cane was that of a man who had 
no family. He was a shaggy bearded giant 
and owned two old negroes, who guarded 
bim and the Hecret of his haunts with a sa- 
gacity and fidelity almost KuiK'rliunian. His 
babit was to lie out in the wcmmIs, Heldoin ap- 
proaching (h«) bouse, and his ne);ro servants 
contrived to proviile for hii> daily sustenance 
In spite of all our efforts to prevent it. It 
would luivc heeii cosy to prevent the negroea 
from gt^inf; to him by placing them in duress, 
or by reni'iving them altogether from the 
Kene. But this might have defeat^sl our 
ends, for we knew not how dose tho bider 
might lie lying and had no assurance that we 
ourselves were not under his oluiervutiiin, for 
the den.se w<hh1s and thickets encruarhcd di- 
rectly upon the small clearing in n lnch the 
house stood. In default of a better plan, we 
at length took measures to keep tbe old 
servants under close surveiliauce for twenty- 
four hours uiiintei rupt«slly. At breakof day 
their oaliin was entered by two tnen and they 
were given certain instructionii and informed 
that the slightest violation or attempted in- 
fraction would result in immediate death to 
both. But one was permitted to pass tl^edoor 
at a time, aud tbe dead line, which lay near 
at band, must not be croesed. They were 
cautioned against any aignaling and asanrsd 
that such an attempt would be promptly 
punished. Men were lying in ambush all 
around and at dark our line was drawn in to 
dssely encircle tbe buildings. Shortly be- 
fore midnight a stealthy form crept past me 
In the gloom and tbe game was in the toils.

IfiKiniAPnus. Minn., O^t. 13 —When the 
ninth day's session of tbe gsiiural aHiembly 
of tbe Rnigbts of LAbor was (>}>eaed tlim 
morning, the delegates weru treated to a 
neat little speech from Uenerai Master 
Workman Powderly. who congratulated 
them npon tbe gooi work so far acooin- 
pliibed and expressed his oonfldeuoe in tbe 
wisdom and ability of the oonveniiou. A 
lengthy report from tbe committer on iogis- 
laticm was submitted and taken up by seo- 
tionl^ Tbe clause pletlging the silpportof 
the kblghts tu the iilair education bill ahd 
to a measure extending to letter oarriera the 
proviaioofl of the eight hoar law, was rnianl- 
mously adopted. The aasambly also gave ita 
seal at iMmrnl to tbe foran bill anthorising 
tbe aettlcnnmt of lands under the homeetead 
law and allowing settlers to borrow 9.V)0 
from tbe governmeut to be repaid in annual 
Installments of flCO, tbe loan to l>ear 3 per 
oaat intereat. 

Delegate Parmer, of Texas, made several 
speeches in support of a motion to make thv 
interest one per cent, but tbe motion was 
defeated. Another report from the same 
committee, which was adopted, declared 
that all government securities should be 
printed aocording to tbe highest standard ot 
art upon an improved hand-roller prasa and 
that all governmeut building oontraota 
should be prefaced with a stipulation that 
all waga« should be paid in cash at least 
once a month. Poraii's bill on lake shipping 
was approved after a motion U) strike out 
tba word "foreigners" from the measure 
bad been defeated. The reoommeudatibna
